On November 25, 2019, at approximately 1120 hours, the suspect entered the Auto Zone located at the Northeast corner of Highland 
Avenue and Fountain Avenue. The suspect entered the store armed with a machete and stole various items. Two citizens who witnessed 
the robbery, flagged down Hollywood Patrol Division officers and directed them to the suspect, who was walking north on McCadden 
Place from De Longpre Avenue. The officers followed the suspect and observed him walk into the drive-through area of the Chick-fil-A 
restaurant located at the corner of Sunset Boulevard and McCadden Place. While in the drive-through, the suspect entered the passenger 
side of a victim’s vehicle armed with the machete. The driver exited the vehicle and the suspect climbed into the driver seat. In an effort 
to detain the suspect, the officers utilized a less-lethal force option, which was ineffective. 


The suspect then drove out of the drive-through at a high rate of speed and collided into two police vehicles near the intersection of Sunset 
Boulevard and McCadden Place. As the suspect exited the vehicle armed with the machete, the officers utilized additional less-lethal 
force options, Despite these efforts, the suspect fled on foot and ran east on Sunset Boulevard. After running a short distance, the suspect 
changed directions and ran toward one of the officers, while holding the machete in his right hand. An officer-involved shooting occurred 
at that point. The suspect was struck by gunfire and fell to the pavement. He was then taken into custody without further incident. 


The suspect was transported by rescue ambulance to Cedar Sinai Medical Center, where he was pronounced dead at 1217 hours.
